Consideration of this resolution 
was prevented by objection of Senator Case (New 
Jersey), and the resolution was ordered to lie over 1 day 
under the rule. Senator Johnson (Texas) then sub- 
mitted notice of intention to move to amend Standing 
Rules of Senate in manner provided in S. Res. 5, above 
descr ibed.

Election of Speaker: By a vote of 281 to 148, with 
2 Members-elect voting present, Sam Rayburn, of Texas, 
was elected Speaker of the House of Representatives 
over Charles A. Halleck, of Indiana. The Speaker was 
escorted to the Chair by Representatives Halleck, Mc- 
Cormack, Vinson, Cannon, and Hoeven. 

Representative Vinson administered the oath of office 
to the Speaker, who subsequently administered the oath 
to 430 Members-elect en bloc. Representative-elect 
Alford of the Fifth Congressional District of Arkansas 
was requested to stand aside during the en bloc oath 
administration when objection was raised by Representa- 
tive Dingell to the swearing in of Mr. Alford. Subse- 
quently the House by a voice vote adopted H. Res. 1, 
authorizing the administration of the oath of office to 
Representative-elect Alford, which was immediately 
done by the Speaker.

5, to amend Rule XXII of 
the Standing Rules of the Senate by permitting cloture 
on vote of two-thirds of Senators present and voting, to 
extend cloture to motions to proceed to consider a change 
in such rules, and to provide that such rules shall con- 
tinue from one Congress to the next unless changed as 
provided in the rules: 2 hours, equally divided, on any 
amendment (or amendment thereto), motion, or appeal 
(except for motion to lay on table); no nongermane 
amendment may be received except for an amendment 
to be proposed by Senator Case (South Dakota) relative 
to germaneness of amendments and debate; and 4 hours, 
equally divided, on question of final passage.

S. Res. 5), providing that 15 days after filing of cloture 
motion, cloture may be invoked by vote of majority of 
Senators duly chosen and sworn.

Committee on Banking and Currency: At the conclu- 
sion of today’s hearing the committee announced that 
it had agreed to consider the provisions of H.R. 2357 
as approved by the Subcommittee on Housing in lieu 
of S. 57 as passed by the Senate. The committee ap- 
proved the provisions of H.R. 2357 through section 404 
with the following substantive amendments: 

(1) Amendments were adopted to require payment 
of prevailing wage scales (as determined under the 
Davis-Bacon Act) on elderly housing projects financed 
under title II of H.R. 2357, and on college housing 
projects financed under the Housing Act of 1950. This 
amendment is in line with existing provisions of law 
relating to wage scales on FHA cooperative and rental 
housing projects. An exemption is provided for cases 
where labor is voluntarily contributed. 

(2) Section 307 of H.R. 2357, which required that 
FNMA be paid in cash for any mortgages it sells, was 
stricken from the bill. The committee agreed to in- 
clude in its report on the bill a direction to FNMA 
to delay instituting any plan for exchanging mortgages 
for bonds until the committee can study the desirability 
of such exchanges.

Committee on Foreign Affairs: The Subcommittee on 
State Department Organization and Foreign Opera- 
tions in executive session received the testimony of two 
State Department officials relative to a proposed amend- 


_ ment to the Foreign Service Buildings Act.

Saccio, General Counsel, ICA; J. Graham Parsons, 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of State for Far Eastern 
Affairs; Gen. Samuel Williams, head of the Military 
Advisory Group in Vietnam; and Albert M. Colegrove, 
a reporter for the Scripps-Howard newspapers, whose 
articles contained certain allegations of maladministra- 
tion of the U.S. foreign aid program in Vietnam. 

The subcommittee will hold an executive session to- 
morrow to consider this matter. 


BROADCASTING AGREEMENTS 


Committee on Foreign Relations: Subcommittee met 
in executive session to consider the North American 
Regional Broadcasting Agreement (Ex. A, 82d Cong., 
1st sess.), and the final protocol thereto, and on agree- 
ment with Mexico concerning radio broadcasting in 
the standard broadcast band (Ex.

The following new provisions 
were added to the House-passed bill: (1) provision to reduce to 
$30 the pension of a veteran after 2 months of hospital or domi- 
ciliary care by the Veterans’ Administration, the balance of pen- 
sion otherwise payable to be paid to dependents; and (2) context 
of S. 1113 to provide a 1-year period during which certain vet- 
erans may be granted national service life insurance.

A temporary increase in the Federal tax on motor 
fuels of x cent per gallon (from 3 to 4 cents), effective 
September 1, 1959, through June 30, 1961; a transfer to 
the highway trust fund of the receipts from 5 percentage 
points of the excise tax on passenger cars and the re- 
ceipts from 5 percentage points of the excise tax on parts 
and accessories, effective July 1, 1961, until June 30, 
1964. 
Additionally, the committee directed its Subcommit- 
tee on Administration of the Internal Revenue Laws to 
make a study of the manner in which the moneys from 
the trust fund are being utilized. 

Finally, in connection with the financing provisions 
above, the committee approved the inclusion of H.R. 
5751, as amended, to amend the Internal Revenue Code 
of 1954 to include wholesale distributors within the defi- 
nition of “producer” of gasoline. 

The financing provisions will be drafted and trans- 
mitted to the House Public Works Committee to become 
title II of the bill which that committee will introduce. 

The committee began consideration of H.R. 5, the 
Foreign Investment Incentive Act of 1959. The com- 
mittee will continue consideration of this bill tomorrow.

INTEREST RATE CEILING 


Committee on Ways and Means: Met in executive ses- 
sion on Wednesday, August 12, with respect to the in- 
terest rate ceiling on Government obligations. Agreed 
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that there should be introduced a clean bill which will 
embody the decisions reached at the last meeting of the 
committee on this subject (July 8, 1959) except for the 
following differences: 

1. Authority will be given to the President for a 3-year 
period with respect to exceeding the statutory interest 
ceiling if he determines this to be in the national interest, 
instead of a 2-year period as agreed to at the last meet- 
ing; and 

2. In lieu of the so-called Metcalf amendment which 
was agreed to at the last meeting, the following lan- 
guage will be included in the bill: 

“Tt is the sense of the Congress that the monetary and 
debt management officials of the Government shall, in 
discharging their responsibilities, take fully into account 
the importance of promoting continuity of employment 
opportunities, achieving the maximum sustainable rate 
of economic growth, maintaining reasonable stability in 
the purchasing power of the dollar, and assuring that the 
cost of servicing the public debt is kept to the minimum, 
consistent with these vital national objectives.” 

Following the meeting, identical bills were introduced 
embodying these decisions by Representatives Harrison 
(H.R. 8637) and Simpson of Pennsylvania (H.R. 8638).

The categories of war claims authorized are the 
same as the original bill except that the category author- 
izing compensation for reparation removals following 
World War II was deleted. 

3. The amendment would also authorize payment of 
compensation for property losses in the Philippines suf- 
fered by persons who received no compensation for the 
~ same losses under earlier legislation. 

The subcommittee amendment also relates to terms 
of office and bipartisan appointment of the members of 
the Foreign Claims Settlement Commission. 

The subcommittee also ordered favorably reported to 
the full committee the following bills: 

H.R. 6392, providing detention, disability, and death 
benefits for certain Guamanians killed or captured by 
the Japanese at Wake Island during World War II; and 

H.R. 6462, to provide a lump-sum payment of $500,000 
out of the War Claims Fund to successor organizations 
on account of heirless property of victims of Nazi perse- 
cution vested by the Alien Property Custodian.
